One  very  obvious  observation  in  the  2  Letters  to  the  Thessalonians  is 
that  Paul  was  both  educating  them  about  the  Last  Days  and  the 
Second  Coming  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  well  as  warning  them  to  be 
prepare  to  wait  for  His  return. 

Most  commentators  that  I  have  read  on  these  passages  tend  to  think 
that  Paul  was  correcting  the  false  doctrine  of  the  imminent  return  of 
Christ...

Correction  of  their  error  as  to  Christ's  immediate  coming.  The  apostasy  that 
must  precede  it.  Exhortation  to  steadfastness,  introduced  with  thanksgiving 
for  their  election  by  God.
